INQUIRY REGARDING THE DEATHS, 


An inquiry into the cause of death of a native 
who was killed in the collapse which occurred at 
the old section of the Hongkong Hotel on the Lat 
ultimo, was held before Mr. F. A. Hazeland and 
Mesars, J. D. Morrison, H, L. Muhle and F. E. 
McHugh, jurore, at the Magistracy on Sept. 
i 


4th. 
Mr. T. lL. Perkins from the Public Works 
Department was present ; Mr. G. E. Morrell, 
Crown Solicitor, appeared on behalf of the Go- 
vernment; Mr. H. W. Looker of Messrs. Deacon 
Looker and Deacon) repressnted ths Hongkong 
Hotel Co., and Mr. M. J. D. Stephens watched 
the case on behalf of Messrs. Kuhn and Komor, 
_ Mr. Morrell, in opening, informed the jurors 
tliat they were summoned to inquire into the 
death of one, Leung Wa-thing. From the 
_ evidence he would call there would be no doubt 
as to the immediate canse of death. The man 
was orushed to dath by a collapse which 
occurred on August Ist at the eastern wing of 
the Hongkong Hotel. The jarors had to 
inquire further than into the immediate cause 
of death, they had to inquire into the cause of 
the collapse which caused death. After the 
avidence it would be fouad that there were ouly 
two verdicts open—the ordinary verdict of death 
by misadveutare, or a verdict of man-laughter 
against whoever might be found gailty of 
- eansing the death of deceased. Negligence to 

warrant a verdict of manslaughter must be 

negligence of the grossest degree. He did not 
think in this case they would find any such 
avidenco. The Hongkong Hotel Compiny had 
met bim in every way, and had helped him in the 
inquiry.

Mr. E. Osborne, chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Hongkong Hotel Co., Li., said 
the building of the east wing was commenced 
about 23 years ago. The old wing he had 
heard, was built about forty years ago, It was 
one of the old original houses of the Colony. 
The old building and the east wiug were con- 
nected by bridges. and verandahs ran along the 
rides of both buildings. Oae bridge and part 
of the eastern verandah collapsed. When the 
collapse occurred alterations were being 
made on tha east wing ground floor to the 
north of the collapsed portion. At this time 
a cement floor had been put in to the west 
of the collapse. Previous to last year the Hotel 
Co, had periodical examinations of th: whole 
building made, but on no fixed date. T.ast year 
arrangements were made with tle Company's 
architects for an annual inspection, which was to 
ba made about April. The inspection this year 
had been practically completed before the 
collapse ; the east wing had been passed as 
being sound, but the architect's report had not 
yet been received by the Hotel Co. Previous to 
the collapse some pillars of the east wing 
verandsh had been practically reconstracted. As 
Chairman, witness used occasionally to visit the 
work of alterations to satisfy himself that the 
shoring was, as far as he could tell, good. He 
was satisfied that generally it was properly done. 
The Company had not received notice from the 
architects that the east wing, or the verandah of 
the old building, was nosafe. Neither had any 
notices been received from the Public Works 
Department. 


Mr. G. Blood, a member of the firm of 
Messrs. Palmer and Turner architects, 
said he was acting as architect for the Hongkong 
Hotel Co., Ld. His firm did not build the last 
wing. In the collapse on August Ist the debris 
fell through the skylight into Messrs. Kahn and 
Komor's shop on the ground floor. Witness put 
in a plan stowing the extent of tha collapse.

KEIR HARDIE IN HONGKONG. 


Keir Hardie, one of the most cordially abnsed 
men in British polities, reached Hongkong on 
Sept. 5th and bat few people were aware o hia 
presence. He arrived earlier than was expected 
by the P. and O. steamer Afarmora, and not 
being sware of the arrangements that had 
been made by His Excellency the Governor 
for his reception, came ashore in a hotel 
launch and meeting ao friend was sscorted 
np the Peak. He called at Mountain 
Lodge and was welcomed by both Hisg 
Excellency and Lady Lugard. Sir Frederick 
and Mr. Keir Hardie had a long chat to er, 
broken only at intervals to be introduced to the 
sisters of the French Convent (who were being 
entertained to tea) or to some other visitor 
Afterwards he proceeded to enjoy the view from 
the fisgstaff and returned to town, leaving at 
nine o'clock for Canton. 

Being practically on the move all the time it 
was no easy task to obtain an interview with 
the leader of the Labour Party in the House 
of Commons.

A DIVER’S DEATH. 


At the Magistracy on September 2nd hafora 
Mr. F. A. Hazaland and a jnry composed of 
Messrs. [1. 8. Wynne, J. T. d'Almada ea Castro 
and W. R. Clarke, an inquiry was held into tha 
circumstances attending the death of Lam 
Shek-kong, who was killed at, Anoghom Bay on 
the 26th instant, while down in a diver's dress. 

Dr. Heanlay, medical officer in charge of the 
mortuary, found, after examination, that the 
cause of the diver's death was asphyxia. There 
were no marks of injary on tha body. : 

Lam Shek, a diver, said the deceased was 
removing coal froma sunken jank. Witness 
was holding the air pipe. Deceased went. 
down in a ding dreas at | p.m. rnd was 
still below at 1.30 when the air pipe parted. 
Wong Yoe-fat was ho'ding the life line and 
witness told him to pall up. They found the 
Hine waa ou‘, and were consequently unable to 
resene the diver, Witness, accompanied by 
others, then pulled to Yanmati in a small boat. 
to get another diviog drese, and wheo this was 
brought Lam Hing, another diver, went down 
and recovered deceased's body. 

Lam Hing testified to going down after the 
accident. and finding deceased in the hold of the 
jaok. He had made himself past to the side of 
the vessel. Both the life line and the air pipe 
were cut. Witness released the body and 
brought it to the surface, 

E. F. Gibson, shbmarine engineer, said the 
eoal junk wags sunk on the cable area off 
Kowloon . Point ia thirteen fathoms of water. 
Deceased and his brother contracted to remove 
it. Witness was authorised by the Government 
to remove all obstructions from the cable area. 


. Deceased had been working for him for about 


seven years, but during the last twelve months 
had done very little diving, as he had taken to 
the opium habit. Deceased took the place of 
the proper diver on the day of the accident, the 
latter being unwell. When the occurrerce was 
reported to him witness went at’ once to the 
wreck, He saw the body brought up, took off 
the dress and reported the matter to the police. 
He thought the accident was cansed through 
the jamming of the air pipe between the side of 
{he junk and a wire that was uged to keep one 
junk over the other. When the diver foun 
that his air was cut off he probably got finrried 
and cut the wrong re

THE TAXATION QUESTION, 

An instructive comment on the recent official 
declarations regarding the Taxation question at 
Marao is the fact that the Chief of the Fazenda 
ia still persistently endeavouring to exercise 
his own saeet will in the matter, and is thus 
keeping slive the agitation which other officials 
have been doing their utmost to allay. It is 
common knowledge that since the report on the 
Taxation Qaestion by your special commissioner 
appeared in the Dazly Press there have been 
one or two interesting meetings of the Junta 
Fiscal de Matrizes. The Juata consists of the 
Egocrivio da Fazends and a subordinate official 
of the Department, the Attoruey-Geueral, 
Captain Maher, Moasrs. F. Remedios, Choi-hong, 
and Siu-tang, Notwithstanding that the tax 
on incomes is leviahle, according to the law, 
only on the incomes of the professional 
men, the. Escrivio da Fazenda submitted to 
the Junta a list of people to be taxed which 
included the h Chinese “ boy” at the Boa 
Vista Hotel, the wharfinger of the H.C. & M. 
Steamboat Co.. and the maa employed by the 
agent of the Company to deliver consignees’ 
lettera and papers at a wage of $12 a month. 
The Junta declined to sanction the imposition 
of the tax on these persons and many others, 
includiag the doctor at the Lapps Customs who,

of the severest penalties. Hai Liang is further 
commended to use his best efforts to save the 
situation and restore proaparity to-the region 
under him. Under the difficult crisis through 
which the country is now passiog it should 
be the clear dnty of the Viceroys and Gover- 
nors of provinces to exert themselves 
to the hest of their several abilities 
to assist the Throne in restoring the 
country to a better condition, and let it be 
understood once for all that the Emperor will 
not tolerate for a moment any laziness or lack 
of zeal amongzt the high officials of the Empire, 
who will be vigorously dealt with without 
mercy. Those who have shown energy and 
ability in their high and important duties will 
be rewarded and commended. Under this last list 
are Yuan Shih-kai, Vioeroy of Chibli, Tuan 
Fang, Viceroy of lLiangkiang, and the 
Grand Secretary Chang Chih-tunag. Viceroy 
of Hukuang.

His Diction-ry 
may not have been tha best of dictionaries, but 
it was the first of its kiud, and far many a day 
the best too, and it has itself lightened the 
labour of every student rince it appeared and 
will never be forgotten as the for-ruaner of ail 
that followed. His tranalat’on of the Scriptures 
will also dunbiless be found fanlt with by many

FRIGHTENING AWAY THE CHOLERA DEMONS. 

The Singzpore Free Press of August, 28 | 
reports :—A unique and most interestiug cere- | 
mony took place at the ricksha coulie depots in | 
Ophir Road, off Queen Street, yesterday after- 
noon. A number of cases of cholera hava : 
occurred in {hese depots lately, and saveral cases | 
in -the immediate vicinity. The covlies and | 
towkays organised a grand festival for the - 
purpose of frightsuing away from Singapore | 
the cholera demons. About $), 00 were collect- 
ed among the tuwkays and cuvliex, aud fur the 
past ten days, or so, quaint cerewonies have 
been carried on. On tures nights, proce sions 
paraded the various streets. ihe coolies were 
busy in the meantime building four model jnoks 
to carry away the cholera fiends, 

The celebrations were brought to a ah 


jesterday afternoon amidst much excitement, 
aud iu view of sev-ral hundreds of Chinese. 
‘he claus participating iu the cleariog out of 
the devils were the Hockchews, Hockchas and 
the Hengwahe. The ghost shipsuvere made of 
bamboo and paper and were really works of art. 
Lhey were cleverly msde of various coloured 
paper, and in sbape were exactly like Chinese 
junks. T'wo of the craft were about fifteen 
feet in length and one, the smartest of the | 
lot, was over twenty fvet long and broad in! 
proportion. The final ceremsny commenced | 
at four o'clock. Tho three vessels were drawu : 
intu the roadway, the two smaller ones va | 


carried and the large one was drawn on wheels. 
The sails, made of yellow paper, were then 
hoisted.. The leading ves:el had as a ftigure- 
head, 4 dragon with a flaming wide open 
mouth. Qn tables placed near the ships were 
candles, roast ducks, fowls, pigs, goats, fruit | 
and cakes. Numerous sheets of sacrificial paper ; 
were burned and Lundreds of crackers and 
bombs were Jet off. About two score ricksha 
coolies were dressed as demons with grotesquely | 
painted faces. Some of their faces were red, | 
blue, black, green and yellow, and were streaked | 
with white, “They were armed wilh spears and j 
nice clubs and many had horns fastuued on to | 
their heads. They were a fierce lookiug lot and ¢ 
formed a bodyguard for the fleet. One yigautic | 
Chinaman carried a huge wooden sword and | 
apparently represented an executioner. Several | 
monks in gay robes wero chanting prayers | 
round the “Joss,” inside the principal deput, 
to the acccmpanimeot of C'hines: music. | 
Every few minutes they uttered Jong drawn ont 
“oughs” in which they weiu joined by tho! 
demoniacal bodyguard, while num-rous other | 
Chinese blew bamboo-horus. | 
spectacle. 

Leaning on one of the © joss” tables in the 
roadway, was a stalwart coolie who appeared Lo | 
be in a trance. He was in a state of frenzy and : 
rolled his eyes till only the whites were visible. It | 
was explained thut he was possessed of a xpiril ( 
- a god had entered into him. He pesticuled { 
Wildy and was believed to be communinug with - 
the spirits of tho departed. Any one whose | 
friends or relations had died could couverse 
With them through him. He was certainly nol 
shamming. To the writer he appeared to be 
mad, but a medical gentleman present said, io 
his opinion, the man was in a trance, Hu weul 
on unceasingly and untiringly. 

The vessels were loaded up with paper mouey, 
candles, crackers, fruit aud rice. Ln the largest 
junk were placed a white pup, a grey kittev, a 
cock, a duck aud a couple of white pigeons. 
‘the monks then asyembled in front of the: 
largest ship and chanted prayers, while the | 
bodyguard knelt down in the road. ‘I'he head 
monk picked up a sharp steel sword and fought 
8 cuel with an unseen spirit. He worked him- 
self into a state of frenzy, and the crowd of on- j 
lookers stepped back in awe. The monk then 
picked up a cuck, and holding it in his left hand 
and the sword in his right danced about and 
gesticulated wildly. .\fter some minutes ho 
put the weapon down and pricked the cock's 
comb with a finger nail. A drop of blood was 
taken and was mixed with Chinese red ink. The 
fowl was then put under a joss table and after 
more incantations had been droned, the high 
priest mounted on a stool and dabbed the figure

The men demons raised pandemoniam with their 
yells of “oagh,” bimboo horns and banging of 
drums and clashing of cymbals. ‘The spectators 
Joined in the noise. ‘The Chief Sanitary inspector 
was present and seemed to be assisting in the 


devil huating. He -xpressed bis desire of help- 


ing in anything that would drive away the 
cholera. 

‘These exhortations continnad {ill six o'c'ock 
and a fourth and much smaller vessel then 
made ifs appearance. It wis apparently a 
lander to Che bigger craft. ‘The chief monk 
seized 
depot. ‘Che idea was to take the devils out to 
the flse!, bul this apparently did not meet with 
their approval, The little vesse! tossed and 
rocked, round the room, but the devils would 
uot come cut to the bigger ships. One priest 
endeavoured to coax the tiny ship out by 
means of bright papars on the and of a pole, 
while another priest tried to drive it out with 
a drawn sword. ‘They spraug back when the 
boat turned on them Tho axcitement wax 
great. and the’ oughs” weredeafsning. Several 


. times the boat got as far as the entrance, 


but returned aguin and careered wild!y round 
the rvoom. After fully twenty minutes of 
pitchiog and ssing the boat was driven and 
coaxed out. It careered round the flyet and 
then dashed back to the dapot again. Even- 
tually, the davilxs ware persaadsd to leave the 
depot and the tender made five stormy trips 
to aud from the big juok amidst the wildest 
excilement, ‘Thu devils were represanted by 
black, red, blue, greeu and yellow effigies aul 
they were all pul on board at last. ‘he tauder 
then took up a position at the head of the 
processiou.and after manoenvering about wildly 
for some tims started off in the direction of 
Rochore Causal Road. ‘lhe other vessels and 
the procession followed it with a rush, aod 
a huge roar went up from the assembled hun- 
dreds. After a short mad, yelliog: rush, a stop was 
made ata landing stage al the Rochor river. 
ILundreds of bombs and crackers ware let off 
aud the gougs and drums were banged madly. 
‘The men dressed as deaons tore off their devil 
clothes aud washed their faces. ‘T'hebe d msuk 
waved his sword iu tbe direction of tha river 
aud exhorted thea devils to depart. ‘ue feat 
wore theu xat ou fire one by one. The tender 
was burned first aud the biggest ship last. The 
flames roared and crackled and barne' fiercely 
and the ceremoney was alan end. Our repre- 
seutative, who was watching very carefully, did 
no{ see the animals and birds taken out of the 
big junk before she was set alight and believes 
that they were burned (o death. ‘The towkays, 
however, assured him that they were removed 
before fire was put (oa the veangle. Perhaps. 
they are afraid uf euqniries by the police.
